WAS H I N GTO N I The population surge that has 
made Hispanics America’s largest minority 
shows no sign of slowing in the next 20 years, 
according to a study released Tuesday. 

The Hispanic population is expected to 
grow from 35.3 million in 2000, or about 13 
percent of all U.S. residents, to about 60.4 
million in 2020, or 18 percent, according to 
an analysis by The Pew Hispanic Center. That 
means the population would grow at a rate of 


about 1.2 million a year through 2020, about 
the same rate as during the 1990s. 

Almost half the Latino growth during the 
next two decades is expected to come from 
second-generation Hispanics, those born 
in the United States of at least one foreign- 
born parent, and 25 percent will be immi- 
grants. That reverses the trend between 1970 
and 2000, when immigrants accounted for 
nearly half the growth, (ap) 


High Court 
To Decide 
On Pledge 

Appeals court ruling deemed 
under God’ unconstitutional 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court agreed 
Tuesday to decide whether it’s unconstitu- 
tional for children in public schools to pledge 
their allegiance to “one nation under God.” 

Sometime next year, the high court will 
hear the case of a California atheist who 
objects to the pledge his 9 -year- old daugh- 
ter’s teacher leads daily. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco agreed with Michael Newdow 
last year, and the ruling set off 
a national uproar. The ruling 
is on hold pending the court 
challenge. 

The Constitution guaran- 
tees there will be no govern- 
ment “establishment of reli- 
gion,” wording that has come 
to mean a general ban on overt government 
sponsorship of religion. The Supreme Court 
has said that schoolchildren cannot be 
required to recite the Pledge of Allegiance. 

Most lawyers who watch the court had 
predicted the justices would not take on the 
highly divisive pledge case. 

In another surprise. Justice Antonin Scalia 
said he will not take part in the case. He did 
not explain why, but Newdow had challenged 
Scalia’s impartiality based on remarks Scalia 
made at a “Religious Freedom Day” obser- 
vance this year. Scalia said the issue would be 
better decided by lawmakers than judges. His 
absence sets up the possibility that the court 
could deadlock 4-4. anne gearan (ap)

Court Clears Way 
for Medicinal Pot 


L.A. Strike 
Tangles 
City Traffic 

Transit walkout strands 
hundreds of thousands 
of daily commuters 

LOS ANGELES | Train and bus 
mechanics for the United States’ 
third-largest mass-transit sys- 
tem walked off the job Tuesday, 
stranding hundreds of thousands 
of Southern California commuters 
already burdened by a supermar- 
ket strike and sporadic sickouts by 
sheriffs deputies. 

Commuters scrambled for other 
ways of getting to work on Tuesday, 
leaving the city’s highways even more 
jammed than usual. 

The strikes could deal a serious 
blowto the ailing California economy. 
Jack Kyser, chief economist for the 
Los Angeles Economic Development 
Corp., estimated the transit strike 


could cost $4 million a day. 

The strike by 2,000 mechanics 
brought most of the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority’s bus and 
train service to a halt. 


The MTA carries about 500,000 
riders a day, or about 80 percent of 
those in Los Angeles County who 
use public transit, spokesman Ed 
Scannell said, alex viega (ap) 


WASHINGTON | The Supreme 
Court cleared the way Tuesday for 
state laws allowing ill patients to 
smoke marijuana if a doctor rec- 
ommends it. 

Justices turned down the Bush 
administration’s request to consider 
whether the federal government can 
punish doctors for recommending or 
perhaps just talking about the ben- 
efits of the drug to sick patients. An 
appeals court said the government 
cannot. 

Nine states have laws legaliz- 
ing marijuana for people with phy- 
sician recommendations or prescrip- 
tions: Alaska, Arizona, California, 
Colorado, Hawaii, Maine, Nevada, 
Oregon and Washington.

Court Won’t Block 
Tube Removal in 
Fla. Coma Case 

PINELLAS PARK, FLA. | An appeals 
court on Tuesday refused to block the 
removal of abrain-damaged woman’s 
feeding tube, one of the last hopes her 
parents had for keeping her alive. 

The state court in Lakeland 
rejected motions by an attorney for 
the parents of Terri Schiavo, who is 
scheduled to have the feeding tube 
removed at 2 p.m. Wednesday at 


her husband’s request. Schiavo, 39, 
is expected to die within two weeks 
after the tube is removed. She’s been 
in a vegetative state since suffering 
a heart attack in 
1990.

WASHINGTON |A federal judge has 
ordered five reporters to reveal their 
sources for stories that portrayed 
Wen Ho Lee, a former nuclear weap- 
ons scientist, as a chief suspect in a 
Chinese espionage investigation. 

U.S. District Judge Thomas 
Penfield Jackson ordered the report- 
ers to answer questions about their 
sources and to provide Lee’s attor- 
neys with notes and other documents 
from their reporting. 

“It does not detract from the 


importance of the First Amendment 
principle at stake to conclude, in the 
instant case at least,” that making 
possible evidence of government 
leaks available for trial outweighs 
the interest of keeping sources con- 
fidential, Jackson wrote. 

Lee is suing the Energy and 
Justice Departments alleging gov- 
ernment officials provided private 
information about him to reporters 
and suggested he was a suspect in 
an investigation into the possible 


theft of nuclear secrets from Los 
Alamos National Laboratory in 
New Mexico. 

Lee was indicted in December 
1999 on 59 felony counts alleging he 
mishandled nuclear weapons infor- 
mation. He was held in solitary con- 
finement for nine months, then was 
released in September 2000 after 
pleading guilty to a single felony 
count. 

Jackson’s order affects reporters 
from the Associated Press, The New 
York Times, The Los Angeles Times

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Mobster Pleads

Earlier this month, Flemmi cut 
a deal with prosecutors in which he 
accused the man who recruited him 
to become an FBI informant in the 
19d0s, a law enforcement source, 
speaking only on condition of ano- 
nymity, told The Associated Press. 

Flemmi backed up a story provid- 
ed by a mob hitman who told inves- 
tigators that former FBI Agent H. 
Paul Rico helped him and others set 
up the killing of Tulsa, Okla., busi- 
nessman Roger Wheeler in 1981, 
the source said.

Prosecutors described graphic 
details of the slayings, as many of the 
victims’ relatives watched from the 
courtroom. Prosecutor Fred Wyshak 
Jr. said Flemmi removed teeth from 
some victims to prevent authorities 
from identifying their bodies.

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Businessman 
Gyude Bryant took office as Liberia’s 
interim leader Tuesday, inheriting 
a nation in ruins after years of civil 
war and rebellion. 

Bryant, a low-key political 
reformer welcomed as a neu- 
tral figure in the country’s power 
struggles, was sworn in two months 
after warlord Charles Taylor was 
ushered into exile under interna- 
tional pressure as rebels surround- 
ed Monrovia. 

“Never again will we Liberians 
use war as a way of addressing our 
concerns,” said Bryant. 

West Africa leaders hugged 
Bryant before he took an oath as 
chairman, rather than president, 
of the two-year transition govern- 
ment. The government is charged 
with guiding the country into 2005 
elections. Austin Merrill (ap) 


UNITED NATIONS I France, Russia and 
Germany urged the United States 
Tuesday to add a timetable for the 
transfer of power to Iraqis to its new 
resolution, but Washington called 
for a quick vote and a U.S. official 
cautioned against major changes. 

In an apparent effort to reach a 
compromise, the three countries 
dropped their demand for a hand- 
over of sovereignty to an Iraqi gov- 
ernment within months. Instead, 
their proposed amendments would 
give the UN. a role in establishing 


the timetable. 

Diplomats said if the United 
States accepted the amendments, 
the draft would get the support of 14 
of the 15 Security Council members, 
with only Syria’s vote in doubt.

But President Hu Jintao, 
in a lengthy speech, failed to con- 
firm that the right to own property 
would be added to the constitution. 
The official Xinhua News Agency 
said only that the plenum approved 
“a proposal on revising part of the 
country’s constitution.” 

The hints, however, were every- 
where. “We should protect all kinds 
of property ownership, and private 
ownership as well,” China Central 
Television quoted Hu as saying.

Man Convicted of 
Transmitting HIV 

LO N D 0 N I A jury convicted an HIV- 
positive man Tuesday on two counts 
of causing grievous bodily harm for 
knowingly infecting two lovers with 
the virus. 

Prosecutors said Mohammed 
Dica, 38, conned his first victim 
into having unprotected sex by 
claiming he had had a vasectomy. 
He wooed the second, a mother of 
two, with declarations of love. 


Dica’s conviction is the first suc- 
cessful prosecution in England and 
Wales in more than a century for 
infecting others with a sexually 
transmitted disease. 

Dica did not testify at his trial, 
but he told police both women had 
known of his condition before sleep- 
ing with him. 

Refusing Dica’s application for 
bail. Judge Nicholas Philpot said, 
“If I had to sentence him today 
there would be no doubt he would 
be going to prison and for a long 
time.” (AP)

Victim Remembered as 
Peaceful, Generous Man 


Dean Harold Meyers 
survived Vietnam, but 
fell at hands of sniper 

SNIPER TRIAL | Lying in an Army 
hospital, his left arm shattered by 
a North Vietnamese bullet, Dean 
Harold Meyers tried desperately to 
make sense of a world he no longer 
understood. 

“I’m lost, searching for a purpose 
in my life,” the 23 -year- old rifleman 
scribbled on March 21, 1971. 

Meyers eventually found his pur- 


pose. A childless bachelor, he spon- 
sored children in Africa. A highly 
paid engineer, he used his free time 
to build homes for the poor. An avid 
outdoorsman, he gave money to pro- 
tect the environment. 

But he still lived in a “world full 
of violence and hatred.” 

And on a rainy night last 
October, the man who had sur- 
vived sniper fire in the jungles of 
southeast Asia was felled a few 


blocks from his office by a bullet 
from a civilian version of the rifle 
he carried in Vietnam. 

John Allen Muhammad, 42, 
went on trial in Virginia Beach, Va., 
on Tuesday in Meyers’s slaying. 

The second-youngest of four 
boys in a deeply religious fam- 
ily, Meyers grew up in eastern 
Pennsylvania. 

Bright, athletic and gifted at the 
piano, Meyers had good prospects 
for college. But he chose instead to 
leave himself open to the draft and, 
in May 1969, was off to Vietnam. 

Meyers came back from Vietnam 
convinced that God had safely deliv- 
ered him, and he was determined 
to pay that back somehow. 

Larry Meyers Jr. said he had no 
idea of the full extent of his uncle’s 
goodness until he started going 
through his belongings. 

There were the photographs 
and letters from children Meyers 
had been sponsoring in Kenya and 
Ethiopia for 23 years. There were 
certificates of appreciation from 
Habitat for Humanity and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. Check 
stubs revealed he gave money to 
the Columbia Lighthouse for the 
Blind, and the conservation group 
American Rivers. 

“In a two -week period, he con- 
tributed to 25 charities,” his nephew 
said. “I mean, it went on and on.”

Jury selection begins 
in Muhammad trial 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Astone-faced 
John Allen Muhammad pleaded 
innocent Tuesday to capital mur- 
der charges stemming from last 
year’s sniper spree. 

The trial began with jury selec- 
tion, and Circuit Judge LeRoy F. 
Millette Jr. excused 53 of 124 poten- 
tial jurors, mostly because of work 
or personal reasons. Jury selection 
could last several more days as the 
remaining 71 undergo further ques- 
tioning. 

Muhammad stood and stared 
silently at the jury each time 
Millette introduced a group of 
jurors to him and the lawyers in 
the case. Prosecutors and defense 
lawyers took the opportunity to say, 
“Good morning.” 

Before the trial began, 
Muhammad — dressed in a light 
gray shirt — entered a “not guilty” 
plea to each of the four counts 
against him: two counts of capital 
murder, conspiracy to commit mur- 
der and a firearms charge. 

The judge asked Muhammad 
a series of questions, to which he

responded with his name, level ol 
education and date of birth. 

He was then asked if he under- 
stood the charges against him.

After a few more questions,

FDA hears from 
both sides of silicone 
breast implant debate 

WASHINGTON | Dozens of women 
and critics who blamed silicone 
gel breast implants for damaging 
health effects urged the Food and 
Drug Administration on Tuesday 
not to lift its ban on the devices. 

But after they sat down, a line 
of other women pleaded for access 
to the implants, calling them the 
most natural-feeling option to 
rebuild cancer-ravaged breasts or 
enlarge small ones. 

The FDA opened the two -day 
hearing to seek advice on whether 
Inamed Corp. should be allowed to 
again sell silicone gel-filled breast 
implants here, like it does in Europe.

The 
new program, called PayPal Buyer 
Protection, gives buyers up to $500 
of free coverage if the item is not 
delivered or turns out to be “sub- 
stantially not as described” if bought 
from certain eBay sellers. There is 
no processing fee. 

More than 48,000 online-fraud 
referrals were made to state and 
federal agencies last year, triple the 
number in 2001, according to law 
enforcement officials. Nearly half 
of those involved auction fraud,

Bryant Prosecution Goes on Attack 


Accuser’s lawyers ask 
that evidence of sexual 
history he kept closed 

EAGLE, COLO. I Prosecutors accused 
Kobe Bryant’s attorneys of delib- 
erately smearing the reputation of 
his accuser Tuesday as they asked 
a judge to make sure any evidence 
about her sexual history is heard 
behind closed doors.

Prosecutors want Gannett to 
hold discussions about the accus- 
er’s sexual history in private. 

Attorney Tom Kelley, who repre- 
sents several media organizations, 
said he will fight the prosecution’s 
request for a closed hearing. 

Legal experts said Gannett might 
give Mackey a chance behind closed 
doors to provide information to back 
up her suggestion the woman had 
other sexual partners before her 
encounter with Bryant. 

Bryant has said he and the 
woman had consensual sex.

Dont Go Into the Cellar! 



The predictable plots 
of slasher flicks are 
our modern folklore 

FILM I If slasher movies have said 
it once, they’ve said it a hundred 
times: When you’re young, lost 
and weary and you need a helping 
hand ... the other hand is going 
to be holding a hook, machete or 
chain saw. 

It’s the standard warning 
preached in most survival-horror 
flicks, starting with “The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre” in 1974 and 
retold in the likes of “Friday the 
13th,” “A Nightmare on Elm Street,” 
“Halloween” and the more recent 
“Jeepers Creepers.” 

The tale has been repeated so 
often — and with so many sequels — 
why would anyone want to remake 
one of the originals? 

Marcus Nispel, the director 
of New Line Cinema’s new 2003 
version of “The Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre,” has a simple answer: 
repetition is part of the fun. 

He described the slasher genre 
as modern folk tales, simple yarns 
meant to be re -told with added 
embellishment as they grow. 

The original “Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre” featured the gruesome 
visage of deranged murder that 
lived up to its stark name. It helped 


define the slasher genre and stunned 
unprepared sneak-preview audienc- 
es — some reportedly staggered 
out of theaters sick. In the remake, 
Jessica Biel of “7th Heaven” plays one 
of five stranded youths who become 
the prey of a deformed lunatic who 
fails to follow proper safety guide- 
lines when utilizing tree-trimming 
equipment. 

Capitalizing on Halloween and 
the new remake, a special edition 
DVD release of the 1974 thriller 
debuted Tuesday. 


Tobe Hooper, the original’s 
director, refused to be interviewed 
about the film, but has said previ- 
ously that he too was inspired by 
folk tales — and by shopping in a 
hardware store. 

He fused his chain- saw motif to 
the true -life story of Ed Gein, the 
Wisconsin grave robber and mur- 
derer whose 1957 exploits, which 
involved cannibalism and sewing 
clothes out of human skin, inspired 
the Alfred Hitchcock movie 
“Psycho” and the Oscar-winning 


“The Silence of the Lambs.” 

Scott Kosar, the screenwriter 
who adapted the “Chainsaw” script, 
said he had reverence for the origi- 
nal’s signature senselessness. 

“It’s not based on plot or clever 
construction. There was no attempt 
to explain what was happening,” 
Kosar said. “There’s just a mur- 
derous beast with a chain saw and 
he just keeps coming and coming 
and coming.”

Josh Homme and

But Homme’s misfit casting 
gels like never before on a couple 
of these songs, most notably on the 
spooky fuzz-bath “Crawl Home” 
and electro-minuet “Powdered 
Wig Machine.” 

These are satisfying, fully real- 
ized songs by what sounds like a 
new band first finding artistic con- 
vergence. 

With Harvey in full, baleful 
voice, and the band locked in at 
its most extroverted, we can only 
hope this is a portent of more (evil)

Is synthetic oil that much better 
than regular oil? 

Yes. Exceedingly so. 

I haven’t kept up with the required 
maintenance for my 1996 Geo 
Prizm. It’s got about 83,000 miles 
on it now and I’ve yet to have the 
valves adjusted, as required at 
60,000 miles. Am I and my car 
going to hell for my transgression? 

Probably not. But you better get 
it done. Valve adjustment prevents 
valve deterioration. Also, don’t allow 
a technician to tell you that because

the engine is quiet it doesn’t need 
the adjustment. The typical problem 
is the valves become tight, not loose. 
Tight valves are quiet valves. Tight 
valves burn. Tight valves left unad- 
justed cause big repair bills. 

My friend claims that high octane 
gas is better for your car than 
regular. I argue that an engine is 
designed for a specific octane and 
you are best served by reading the 
manual that came with the car. 

You are very right. Using higher 
than the recommended octane not 
only wastes money but can lead to 
excessive maintenance needs later 
in the life of the vehicle. 

My husband’s key ring weighs over 
1.5 pounds with all the keys and 
trinkets he has on it. Will all that 
weight and stress on the ignition 
system cause problems later? 

Absolutely! Positively! It’s guar- 
anteed! One or two keys is it! 


SAFETY I Mid-size sport utility vehi- 
cles are nine times as likely as pas- 
senger cars to be involved in fatal 
rollover crashes and twice as likely 
to kill the occupants of other vehi- 
cles in crashes, a new study says. 

The study, released Tuesday by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, examined fatality 


data from 1995 to 2000 to deter- 
mine the effects of vehicle weight. 

It found large passenger cars, 
such as the Lincoln Town Car, 
and minivans had the lowest fatal- 
ity rates of all vehicle types. 

The study found that the fatality 
rate for SUVs and passenger cars of 
similar weight was about the same 


in non-rollover crashes. But death 
rates rose significantly for SUV 
occupants in rollover crashes. 

In general, NHTSA found vehi- 
cles that weighed less were less safe. 
Among small passenger cars such 
as the Toyota Corolla, there was a 
4.4 percent increase — an estimated 
597 deaths per year — in the risk of a 
fatality for every 100 -pound reduc- 
tion in the vehicle’s weight. 

There was a 3 percent increase 
in fatality risk, or 234 deaths per 
year, for every 100 -pound reduction 
in mid- size SUVs and light trucks 
such as the Ford Explorer. 

Among the heaviest vehicles 
there was little difference when 
weight was reduced by 100 pounds. 
Occupants were killed more often 
in single -vehicle crashes because of 
increased rollovers or less protec- 
tion, but those were offset by the 
smaller numbers of people killed 
when they were struck by the heavi- 
er vehicles. DEE-ANN DURBIN (AP)

MUSEUMS I Some 1,500 PEZ dis- 
pensers, all nestled in creative 
landscapes, fill the recently opened 
Easton Museum of Pez in Easton, 
Pa. Disney PEZ sit in a 10 -foot-high 
castle.

GUSTAVO TORRES , executive d i recto r 
of CASA of Maryland Inc., the largest 
Latino service provider and advocacy 
organization in Maryland, was online 
Tuesday to discuss labor issues. 


Is it true that Latinos get paid much 
less than their white and black 
counterparts in hourly trades like 
construction or janitorial services? 

The Economic Policy Institute 
did an excellent report document- 
ing that Latino men typically earn 
44.5 percent of poverty level wages; 
for Latina women, the situation is 
even more desperate, with 53.5 per- 
cent earning poverty-level wages. At 
CASA, we have represented Latino 
workers who did not receive over- 
time compensation, while their 
U.S.-born co-workers did. 

Can you explain why illegal aliens 
who do not contribute taxes to the 
community they live in deserve to 
receive community services? 

I don’t accept your premise. Many 
workers, regardless of their immigra- 
tion status, contribute to the econ- 
omy through their work and pur- 
chasing power. As you know, most 
immigrants neither qualify nor seek 
government assistance such as wel- 
fare or food stamps. Most immigrant 
workers arrive in this country at a 
very young age after being educated 
in their home countries and imme- 
diately contribute to the economy. 
In addition, studies show that most 
low-wage workers spend a larger per- 
centage of their income locally than 
do higher paid workers. 

I hear that some of the proposals 
for immigration reform would allow 
for greater family reunification. Is 
this to allow immigrants to bring 
their immediate families into the 
country or their extended families? 

There are several different pro- 
posals for legalization. Family reuni- 
fication of immediate family mem- 
bers will most likely be a priority, 
including parents with children, 
spouses and parents.
